The repairs and annual 
maintenance to the 
Didsbury Aquatic Centre 
have officially been com¬ 
pleted and the pool set for 
reopening, according to 
officials. 

The pool, which was 
expected to reopen to the 
public on Tuesday, Nov. 13, 
was successfully repaired 
without any surprises. 

“It went really well," said 
Nicole Aasen, manager of 
community services. “The 
schedule wasn't really 100 
per cent, but we’re happy 
w ith the results and we feel 
good that we were able to 
open again. 

“Really, we’re a week 


behind what we had origi¬ 
nally intended so I think 
that’s pretty good, consid¬ 
ering,” she added. 

Officials had been hop¬ 
ing that the contractors 
hired to do the repairs 
wouldn’t find anything that 
didn’t show up on the ini¬ 
tial engineer’s reports, and 
Aasen confirmed that noth¬ 
ing unexpected turned up 
in the course of the repairs. 

“It was exactly what 
they’d expected," she 
noted. 

Besides the repairs to the 
corroded beams, Aasen 
explained that the town 
performed its annual main¬ 
tenance during the shut¬ 
down. “So what we’ll do is 
drain the pool and then do 
a deep cleaning of all of the 


basin, we’ll do cleaning of 
all our deck space, and we 
will, at times, do painting 
and types of general 
upgrades that happen dur¬ 
ing that time that we don’t 
do while the public is in 
place,” she said. 

“This year we also 
replaced all the lighting in 
the pool. We’ve painted the 
classroom, the area that's 
used for birthday parties 
and stuff like that. That’s 
been painted and they’re 
working on a mural in 
there, and within the next 
month that should be com¬ 
pleted. 

“We’re happy that we’ve 
been able to have all the 
repairs done and we’re 
happy to be able to be open 
to the public again.”

Didsbury man struck on Highway 21 


Lethbridge police bust three alleged fraudsters

A group of fraudsters 
who allegedly committed 
numerous frauds across 
the province, including in 
Didsbury, were apprehend¬ 
ed by Lethbridge police 
late last month. 

On Oct. 25, that city’s 
municipal police depart¬ 
ment responded to a suspi¬ 
cious transaction in 
progress at a bank, only to 
find three suspects with 
fake IDs, using the identifi¬ 
cation to falsely obtain 
account cards, according 
to police. 

Between late September 
and Oct. 25, the group is 
alleged to have committed 
numerous frauds in 
Lethbridge, Calgary, 
Cochrane, Medicine Hat, 
Olds, Didsbury and 
Airdrie. 

The three Quebec resi¬ 


dents have been charged 
with numerous counts 
related to the offences in 
connection with the 
provincewide crime spree 
where stolen identities 
were used to raid victims’ 
bank accounts. 

“These are individuals 
who travelled to Alberta 
with stolen identities for 
the sole purpose of imper¬ 
sonating unsuspecting 
people and stealing their 
money,” said Sgt. Christy 
Woods of the Lethbridge 
Regional Police Economic 
Crimes Unit. 

“It’s important for the 
public to know that we 
take these kinds of crimes 
very seriously. We know 
that people work hard to 
pay their bills and try and 
save money and it’s devas¬ 
tating for them to not only 
have it taken in this man¬ 
ner, but to have to further 
invest the time and effort 


to recover their own iden¬ 
tity and restore their cred¬ 
it.” 

Police reported that ear¬ 
lier in the day of Oct. 25, a 
woman entered a bank 
claiming she had lost her 
bank card, and was provid¬ 
ed with a temporary 
replacement. About an 
hour later, she returned 
and attempted to withdraw 
a large sum of money. 

Bank staff became suspi¬ 
cious and were able to con¬ 
firm the woman was not 
who she claimed to be. The 
woman left the bank 
empty-handed and was 
subsequently arrested by 
police. Two males in a 
waiting vehicle were also 
taken into custody. 

Further investigation 
determined that all three 
individuals were in posses¬ 
sion of stolen identity doc¬ 
uments, said police. Some 
of the identity information 


is believed to have been 
obtained via computer 
hacking methods, includ¬ 
ing use of malware and 
phishing schemes. 

In each jurisdiction, the 
accused attended multiple 
banks and payday loan 
companies and used 
forged bank cards to with¬ 
draw funds from the 
accounts of victims whose 
identities the fraudsters 
had stolen. In total, more 
than $88,000 is alleged to 
have been stolen. 

Investigation into the 
matter is continuing and 
police continue to work 
with law enforcement 
agencies in other jurisdic¬ 
tions. 

The trio has been 
charged with counts of 
identity fraud with intent 
to obtain property, fraud 
over $5,000, and many 
other charges related to 
identity theft.

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ole, and was witnessed by 
his two passengers to walk 
across the road, said 
Airdrie RUMP Cst. 
Francine Hennelly. 

He was struck in the 
northbound lane by a 
Chevrolet GMT 400 pickup 
truck. 

The man survived the ini¬ 
tial collision, said RCMP 
officials, but he was in crit¬ 
ical condition when he was 
transported to the hospital 
in Three Hills, where he 
died of his injuries. 


The pickup truck was 
being driven by a 72-year- 
old male from Ponoka. 
Police said charges are not 
being considered. 

Hennelly said the name 
of the deceased man will 
not be released at the 
request of his family. 

“The investigation con¬ 
tinues,” she added, “and 
what we’re looking to find 
out is if alcohol was a fac¬ 
tor in this collision, and not 
in relation to the driver of 
the pickup truck.” 


She noted that investiga¬ 
tors are trying to determine 
whether the victim was 
under the influence at the 
time of the accident. 

Hennelly said the two 
witnesses who were pas¬ 
sengers in the Plymouth 
were unable to provide any 
solid answers as to why the 
man crossed the highway. 

“It stalled and he immedi¬ 
ately got out,” she stated. 
“It could he for any number 
of reasons why he got out 
of his vehicle.”

Onus is on drivers to be 
prepared for winter travel 

Although West Central Alberta is one of the 
province’s finest outdoor activity districts, provid¬ 
ing many, many year-round 
recreational opportunities, 
the region can also be danger¬ 
ous for travellers, especially 
in wintertime. 

()nly a few years ago an eld¬ 
erly Calgary couple died 
when their vehicle became 
stranded on an isolated win¬ 
ter road west of Cremona. 

The couple didn’t have the 
equipment and food they 
needed to keep themselves 
warm and safe until help 
arrived, and as a result they lost their lives. 

The tragedy provides a shocking example of 
how events can sometimes go very wrong when 
things take an unexpected turn in the vast West 
County wilderness along the eastern foothills of 
the Rocky Mountains. 

On the other hand, the recent experience of two 
hunters north of Sundre is a great example of 
what can and should be done to avert wilderness 
disasters in wintertime. 

On Nov. 5 police received a report that the 
hunters were overdue, having previously 
informed family members of their plans and 
schedules. 

The report prompted a massive, multi-stake- 
holder search that resulted in the hunters being 
found safe and sound. 

The hunters’ vehicle had become struck on an 
isolated road and without cell coverage they were 
unable to call for help. 

However, the hunters had brought along all the 
equipment and food they needed to stay overnight 
at the site. 

The case prompted RCMP to issue the following 
message: “We would like to remind people who 
are going into the backcountry to be prepared and 
make a plan. Always tell somebody where you are 
going, when you are returning, and the routes you 
plan to take. 

“If you are in a vehicle and it breaks down or 
becomes disabled - stay with it. 

“Consider having a means of communication 
such as satellite phones and GPS locators as 
much of the backcountry has no cell service.” 

As the hunter case shows, being prepared for 
West Country travel takes only a few minutes, 
providing peace of mind for travellers and their 
families while at the same time helping prevent 
tragedies. 

With that in mind, anyone considering visiting 
the West Country in the coming weeks and 
months is encouraged to make sure they have all 
the equipment they need, including adequate 
clothing, food and water. And of course you 
should always let someone know where you plan 
to go and when you expect to return home. 

The West Country can be a great place for out¬ 
door visits, whether it’s for snowmobiling, cross¬ 
county skiing, hunting, ice fishing, skating and 
many other things. 

Safety planning should be part of any travel 
plans to West Country destinations, including dur¬ 
ing the upcoming winter months.

Haiti suffered enormous destruc¬ 
tion, with a death toll of 52. Jamaica 
sustained widespread power out¬ 
ages, flooded streets, damaged 
homes and at least one death. 

The total cost of damage to pri¬ 


vate property and public infrastruc¬ 
ture in the Bahamas is expected to 
reach $.'S(>0 million. 

The tiny country of Cuba had 
200,000 homes damaged (15,000 
destroyer!) leaving 11 dead. 

Sandy ripped roofs off homes and 
destroyed JO per cent of Cuba’s cof¬ 
fee and tomato crops and !H) per 
cent of its banana crop was laid on 
the ground. 

Santiago de Cuba (population 
500,000) reported winds of 177 
km/hr. Siboney, just outside of 
Santiago, reported waves as high as 
10 metres. (Iran I’iedra, near 
Santiago had wind gusts up to 245 
km/hr. 

The storm hit Santiago early 


Thursday Oct. 25. Soldiers and work 
crews were distributing water and 
candles and clearing streets, etc., on 
Friday. 

Bulldozers and other heavy equip¬ 
ment sent in by the Cuban govern¬ 
ment were there within 24 hours. 

Trucks bringing cable and other 
supplies for the electrical system 
along with utility workers streamed 
into the city from other parts of 
Cuba. 

Still no coverage from North 
American media! 

Quite different than what was 
experienced at Staten Island, would¬ 
n’t you say?

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Trip to Holland uncovers an unlikely connection

July 2012 

When my mother-in-law found 
out that we (my wife ;uul I) were 
on our way to France for a confer¬ 
ence, she informed us that her 
father, Henry George Johnston, 
was killed in the Second World 
War. 

She said he was huried some¬ 
where in Germany and asked that 
if we were anywhere near the 
cemetery he was buried in, if we 
could go visit, as no one from her 
family had ever been to see his 
grave. 

We proceeded to go online in 
Canada through the Canadian War 
Archives ;uid found that he was 
indeed huried in the Canadian War 
Cemetery in Groesbeek, Holland. 

Aug. 23 

The Canadian War Cemetery at 
Groesbeek is a very well-kept 
memorial to Canadian soldiers, 
with over 1,200 intern'd there. 

We found Henry’s name on the 
hook at the front gate, hut it did not 
list his grave number. Dennise and 
I proceeded to walk from grave to 
grave looking for Henry’s head- 
stoni*. After doing so for about •’!() 
minutes, ;ui elderly Dutch man by 
the name of Jan Schreven 
approached Dennise ;utd offered 
his assistance. 

After showing him the informa¬ 
tion we hail obtained from the 
Canadian War Archives, he said 
that it appeared to him that Henry 
was missing in action, and as such 
he would not have had a grave, hut 
rat her would he memorialized on a 
wall for those MIA. 

Indeed, we found Henry’s name 
on this wall. It was an emotional 
moment, and we left a family 
photo and a basket of flowers. 

With two hours to spare before 
our train went hack to Amsterdam, 
Jan suggested we travel with him 
to the Groesbeek War Memorial, to 
see if we could find out any more 
info on Henry. 

Just a few miles from the war 
cemetery, and in the town of 
Groesbeek, the Canadian War 
Museum Ls an amazing collection 
of documents and memorabilia 
from the Second World War. The 
curator of the museum, Mr. Jaap 
van der Woude, was very helpful, 
and after touring as around the 
museum for an hour or so, he 
promised to contact a friend of his, 
Marius Heideveld, who Ls consid¬ 
ered an ex|x>rt on Canada’s contri¬ 
bution to the liberation of Holland. 


Marius is the chairman of the 
VtXIM Foundation. This non-prof¬ 
it foundation does wonders for not 
letting the contributions of 
Canadian soldiers during the liber- 
ation of Holland be forgotten. 
They were instrumental in our 
quest for information on Henry 
George Johnston. 

"Hie next morning, I woke to find 
four emails from Heideveld. He 
was very interested in helping with 
our quest for information and said 
that based on the date of Henry’s 
death, he was likely involved in 
Operation Blackcock. 

'litis brought on more questions, 
and we exchanged multiple emails 
over the next w(*ek. The day that 
we left France to travel hack to 
Canada Marius informed me that 
he became aware of a man named 
Bill Miller who lived in northeast 
Calgary. Bill w as ;m avid expert on 
Canada’s contribution to 
Operation Blackcock, and this 
seemed the best source for more 
information. Marius gave me Bill’s 
contact info and we flew home. 

Sept. 4 

I was back at work, and had a 
few biLsy days, so I did not get a 
chance to call Bill Miller. Finally, 
on Tuesday, Sept. 4, 1 took a break 
at lunch hour and called Bill. 

I started the conversation by say¬ 
ing who I was, stating that I was 
not a telemarketer (hoping that he 
w ould not just hang up on a crazy 
person), and then proceeded to 
explain the above events to him. 

After talking for five minutes or 
so, I said. “I don’t mean to bother 
you, but 1 am looking for any infor¬ 
mation you might have on a troop¬ 
er named 1 lenry George Johnston.” 

I am sure I hoard Bill gasp, fall 
off his chair and drop the phone, 
only to hear him say “What did you 
say?” I re|H'ati*d myself, wonder¬ 
ing if I swore by accident. 

Bill’s response was “1 can’t 
Ix'lieve this, lx*cause I have Ixx'ti 
looking for the family of Henry 
George Johnston for 15 years. My 
father was best friends with Henry 
throughout the war and w as stand¬ 
ing beside him when Henry was 
killed.” 

Needless to say, we had a very 
interesting conversation. 

It turns out that Bill’s father (Bill 
Sr.) was the driver of an Armored 
Personnel Carrier and Henry was 
his gunner and radio operator. 
They belonged to a secret unit 
called the Canadian Kangaroos. 

After the disasters of D-Day, the 
Canadian army decided it needed a 
In'tter way of getting infantry to 
the front lines than traditional

“charge" where many men died 
liefore getting to the front. A bril¬ 
liant idea was concocted to remod¬ 
el old Ram tanks into Armored 
Personnel Carriers. 

The turret gun was removed and 
the remaining space was filled 
with infantry and they wen* safely 
delivered to the front. In addition, 
injured could be removed from the 
front to the hospital, and supplies 
could be delivered to the front. 

On Jan. 17, 1945, Bill and Henry 
were en route from Sustem, 
Holland to Dietereu, when their 
company stopped for a rest break. 
The Gentians found them, opened 
fire, ;uid Henry was directly hit 
with a mortar shell. 

Chaos ensued, with other men 
diving for cover under their APCs. 
After the shelling ceased, Bill's 
commanding officer ordered him 
to pick up the remains of Henry, 
put them in a blanket, and deliver 
them to the regimental hospital for 
pro|ter burial. Later it was decided 
that Henry's remains were too 
small for burial, so he w as listed as 
MIA. 

Two days later, Bill was back in 
battle, delivering infantry and sup¬ 
plies to the front lines. His tank 
was hit with a German 88-millime¬ 
tre shell, splitting the entire tank in 
half, along with the 2,000 pounds 
of ammunitions that he was trans¬ 
porting. 

Bill was blown out of his Uuik, 
s|H*nl the night in a Dutch forest in 
-25C weather, only to be found 
alive the next morning. He was 
transported to a Belgian hospital 
where he spent three months 
recovering from his wounds. 

Bill Jr. proceeded to tell me that 
his father was so touched by 
Henry, and affected by hLs death, 
that for the entire rest of the war, 
he carried a photo of I lenry leaning 
on las tank in hLs breast pocket. 

Because of Bill Sr. and hLs friend¬ 
ship with Henry George Johnston, 
Bill Jr. started searching for family 
of Henry, and this lead him to 
become a war historian, sjx*cializ- 
ing in the Canadian Kangaroos. 

Bill Sr. felt such attachment to 
Henry that in 2005, 60 years after 
leaving Holland from his war 
wounds, Bill Sr. and Jr. travelled 
back to the Canadian War 
Cemetery in Groesbeek just to 
take a photo of the memorial wall 
that held Henry’s name, the same 
wiill in the same cemetery that 
Deniuse and I found a few weeks 
earlier. 

As a final word. Bill informs me 
that Bill Sr. Ls still alive and in an 
old folk’s home in Camrose, Alta. 

Sept. 5 

I got a call from Bill Jr. He Ls 
apologetic because he was so 
shocki*d by my call of the day pre- 
vioas, that he forgot to mention 
that in 2007, because he tell 
Canadians were not appreciating 
Remembrance Day, he wrote an 
editorial in the Calgary Herald 
about Henry George Johnston, his 
relationship with Bill Sr., and the 
events surrounding Henry’s death. 
He forwarded photos of Bill Sr. at 
Groest>eek, Henry leaning on his 
tank iutd a copy of the article on to 
me. We decided that our families 
ni'eded to meet. 

Sept. 16 

Bill ;uid his wife, Melanie, his sis¬ 
ter Janice ;uid her husband Dave 
came to our home for a barlxvue. 

All four of Henry’s children w ere 
in attendance, as well as three of 
his granddaughters and several of 
his great-grandcliildnMi. 

No one remcmlicrcd Henry, as 
he was shipped overseas when the 
children wen 1 very young Henry’s 
children brought whatever photos

they had of their father; things that 
were given to them when their 
mother passed away in 1988. 

.last as I saw* Bill ;uid his wife 
drive up the road, 1 saw a photo on 
the table of Henry with hLs troop. I 
wondered if Bill is in the photo, 
and sure enough, when 1 turned 
the photo over, the names on the 
back included Bill Sr. 

What a neat coincidence. 

1 walked across the lawn, intro¬ 
duced myself to Bill Jr., and it 
seems we have known each other 
for longer th;m a wi*ek, and after 
some small talk, 1 told him that I 
just found a really neat photo of 
Heniy’s troop, and it included Bill 
Sr. 

Bill Jr. stopped in his tracks, and 
when I showed him the photo, it 
was obviously an emotional time 
for him. He w as lost for words for 
a few minutes and I thought maybe 
1 did something wrong. Then he 
explained that when he started 
looking for us 15 years earlier, he 
did so hoping that we would have a 
photo of Bill Sr. in uniform. After 
looking at more photos that day, 
we indeed found another photo of 
Bill Sr. with an unknown soldier. 

Henry George (who we now 
found out was nicknamed 
“Archie") thought enough of Bill 
Sr. that he took a photo of las 
friend in 1944 and sent it home to 
his wife in Grimshaw, Alta Bill 
showed us two boxi*s full of war 
memorabilia, explained about the 
Canadian Kangaroos and the sig¬ 
nificant contribution they made to 
the ending of the Second World 
War and gave us copies of Henry’s 
complete service record, which 
Bill Jr. had actually compiled 15 
years ago, in anticipation of meet¬ 
ing Henry’s family. 

It turns out that the Canadian 
Kangaroos were a short-lived regi¬ 
ment, only existing from August 
1944 to June 1945. At the comple¬ 
tion of the w;ir, the unit was dis¬ 
banded, iutd since it really did not 
have ;uty home bast*, all was for¬ 
gotten. 

Bill Jr.’s efforts stalling 16 years 
ago led to the Canadian govern¬ 
ment officially recognizing the 
efforts of the Canadian K;mg;uoos 


in a ceremony on Sept 11, 2011 in 
St. Thomas, Ont. at the home of the 
Elgin Regiment. Finally, the 
Canadian Kangaroos have a home! 

As we talked more with Bill Jr., 
he told me that on Sept. 3 (the day 
before I called him the first time), 
he w as doing some soul searching. 

Frustration was setting in, 
because he had spent 15 years 
looking for family of his father’s 
friend, but had gotten nowhere. 

He made a decision to donate his 
war memorabilia and documents 
to the Regimental War Museum, 
;uid move on with things. 

At noon the next day, he got a 
call from the very family that he 
had spent 15 years looking for. 
Then within 30 seconds of meeting 
the family, he was given a photo of 
his father that he has Ixvn looking 
for, for those same 15 years. 

Sept. 23, 2012 

Dennise and I travelled to 
Camrose to visit Bill Sr. at the 
home of hLs daughter Janice. This 
marked the first time any of 
Henry’s family had ever spoken to 
anyone who actually knew Henry, 
other than his wife, who became 
very emotional whenever talking 
alxnit him. 

Bill is IK) years old, but when 
asked about Henry, he recalls 
“Archil'" as having red hair, playing 
a baryo in the barracks for the 
men, and being a quiet, reserved 
fellow. 

Bill Sr. recalled a story about a 
British commander asking him 
what “That piece of junk can do"? 
referring to Bills APC, and Bill said 
“He showed that Brit what a 
Canadian APC could do!" 

Wlien asked details about bat¬ 
tles, or about Henry that he could 
not remember, Bill Sr. simply 
replied “That was a long time ago”. 

On the way home that day, we 
drive by the Royal Canadian 
Ix'gion in Olds near our home¬ 
town. They have a Sherman t;uik 
on display then*, something we 
have driven by numerous times 
over the years. This time we 
noticed something very different. 
The name on the side of the t;uik 
simply reads “Archie."
